ACHON OF LORDS 
HERDING ADDRESS 
IS UNPRECEDENTED 


Such a Course Really Entails 
Resignation of Government 
Cabinet. 


DEMAND ELECTION ON 
HOME RULE QUESTION 


Action Taken Is Proper One, 
But Never Exercised 
; Since 1841, 


London, Feb, 13.—The house of lords 
today adopted an amendment to the 
address in reply to the speech from 
the throne demanding a general elec- 
tleon on the question of home rule for 
Ireland. The majority in favor of the 
amendment was 188, the vote being for 
the amendment 243, againat 55, 

The vote 
was moyed by Baron Minton followed 
strict party lines and showed that the 
discussion of home rule for Ireland 
which has lasted 30 years) has not 
changed the opinion of the Tory ma- 
jority in the upper chamber. 

The situation created by tho passage 
of the hostile amendment to the ad- 
dress, carried in the house of lords 
yesterday is practically without pre- 
cedent, There is therefore much specu- 
lation as to the form in which his ma- 
jesty will reply to the amendment. 

The gravity of the step taken by the 
lords in amending the address from the 
throne can be understood when it ts 
recalled that any amendment to the ad- 
&fess passed in the house entalls the 
Immediate resignation of cabinet. An 
amendment to the address was carried 
in the lords against Lord Melbourne's 
government in 1841, but seeing that a 
similar amendment was carried in the 
commons Melbourne's resignation can- 
not be attributed to the vote in the 
lords, 

The action of the lords yesterday 1s 
an undoubted right rarely exercised 
and held in abeyance since 1641. 

The question now ts how will Pre- 
mier Asquith deal with the situation. 
It cannot pass over the lord’s action In 
gilence.

Sempre of Illtreatment 
In Morocco, 


BABY BORN AFTER TWO 
MONTHS OF CAPTIVITY 


Moorish Women Threatened to 
Run Pins Into Baby's 
Eyes, 

Paris, Feb. 13.—-The adventures of a 
French woman Mme. Sempre wife of 
colonist in Morocco, who was 
eaptured by bandits and held prisoner 
for seven months, were recounted In 
the criminal court at Oujda yesterday, 
when one of.the bandits was sentenced 
to a long term of imprisonment with 
hard labor. 

Mme Sempre stated that after the 
camp was attacked and six white men 
were killed, she was selzed by Moors 
and thrown across the crupper of a 
horse. For hours the party galloped, 
across country. In the morning she 
learned she was destined for the 
harem of Chenguitl, son of the reebl 
chief, at Taza, 


After two months In captivity she 
gave birth to a son She was treated 
with great cruelty by the Moorish 


women, who refused to give her even 
a glass of water, and at times even 
threatened to run pins Into her baby’s 
eyes, 

At the end of seven months, her 
captors decided to surrender her, and 
e#he was taken to Mella, where she 
was received by the Spanish authorl- 
tles.

Superintendent of Fairs Tells 
of Good Work Done by 
Department, 


OCULAR DEMONSTRATION 


Fine Animals Carried Round to 
Show Students Points of 
Breeding. 


“We have the biggest travelling agri- 
cultural school on top of this earth,” 
said C, BE. Lewis, superintendent of 
fairs and institutes for the provincinal 
department of agriuculture, to the 
Capital yesterday afer returning from 
a trip to Consort, where the courses are 
being @iven this week. 

“There are six cars of stock,” he con- 
tinued, “one caboose for the men and 
one car for feed. All these cars are 
specially fitted up for the purposes for 
which they are intended, and it is 
worthy of note that every animal we 
carry with us is gaining weight, not- 
witbstanding so much changing and 
travelling around. 

“We have one Percheron stallion and 
four mares, two Clydesdale stallions 
and three mares, one Ayrshire bull and 
four cows, one Holstein bull and four 
cowa, one Shorthorn bull and four cows, 
one Hereford bull, four cows and a 
steer, and an Aberdeen-Angus stecr, the 
famous Glencarnock Victor IL, owaed 
by J. Ty McGregor, Brandon, which 
won the blue ribbon at Chicago and has 
been loaned to the department for 
educational purposes, 

All these are first class animals and 
are carried to demonstrate to the 
farmers attending the short courses the 
fine points of breeding.

That the address of Alex Stuart 
K.C,, was enjoyed most heartily and 
appreciated as a scholarly effort, is 
evidenced by the fact that many Can- 
adian-Americans pronounced it su- 
perlor to anything they had ever heard 
upon similar occasions. Mr. Stuart 
was very comprehensive jn his oration. 
Ife not only discussed the great states- 
man himself, but treated the historical 
and political condition of the United 
States at the period of dissention with 
such scholarly ability that he earned 
the greatest admiration of all, 

Some of the interesting passages of 
Mr, Stuart’s address were as follows: 

“Goldwin Smith says that the cause 
of the revolution would have been ten 
times lost but for Washington, and we 
may say that the preservation of the 
union 82 years later would have been 
ten times a failure but for Abraham 
Lincoln, If men of action are the first 
men of a nation, these two are the 
freatest in American history, in many 
respects the greatest In all history, It 
is to no purpose that we compare these 
men to ascertain which was the great- 
er, they were both so pre-eminately 
great and yet so different. Lincoln was 
a humble, unpretending, frontiersmun, 
always in sympathy with the poor, the 
lowly, the oppressed or the unfortunate, 
with @ heart ever aching at the dis- 
tress of others, and yet a man whose 
wisdom and firmness, whose devotion 
to a cause of duty, whose aimost sup- 
erhuman common sense combined with 
his wit and his humor, made him mas- 
ter of all Americans of his time, We

Parental Neglect and Com- 
panionship Vital Factors, 
Says Seattle Report 


CLINICAL AND MENTAL 
CLASSIFICATIONS GIVEN 


"Our Hearts Tell Tales on Us 
When We Find Fault 
With 'Bad Boy’.’! 


The annual report of the Seattle 
juvenile court for the year 1913, con- 
sisting of an able introductory article 
on “Court Methods, Mother's Pensions 
and Community Dangers,” by Judge A. 
W. Frater: two articles, “The Respon- 
sibility of the Home” and “Physical and 
Mental Conditions.” by Dr. Lilburn 
Merrill, director of diagnosis, and a 
complete list of the 1,186 cases before 
the court during the year, segregated 
by sexes and showing the disposition 
made of cach case, has just been issued. 
A cross-classification considers the 
eases from the standpoint of social 
neglect, showing parental neglect and 
unwholesome companionship as two 
vital factors in delinquency. The re- 
port also includes a Clinical classifica- 
tion showing a phase of neurosis as the 
greatest cause of delinquency among 
the detention heme for the year com- 
pletes the volume. 

Judge Frater’s discussion of the sub- 
ject is subdivided under the heads of 
child study, state Institutions needed, 
mother’s pensions, community dangers, 
play centers, public dance halls, men as 
night messengers and special organiza- 
tion of newsboys. 

Dr. Merrills discussion of the “bad" 
boy has for its theme the declaration 
that a majority of the grownups of to- 
day shared in their childhood the ex- 
periences and adventures of the Yankee 
“bad” boy of today.
